Population 


Madoc, Figures from the 
1986 Statistics Canada Census 
have been released and they 
report a slight increase in the 
population of Madoc when 
compared the the previous 
census in ‘81. 

The figures show a modest 
6.5% increase in the population 
to a total of 1,255 

In the Centre Hastings area. 
the Village of Marmora 
showed. the biggest increase. 
11.3% to a total of 1.430. 
Marmora’s neighbor, Deloro, 
(reckoned to be Ontar- 
io’ssmallest incorporated 
village.) saw a decrease from 
235 to a population of 161. 
Relocation of a nursing home 
into Marmora is one of the 
reason for these population 
changes. Tweed increased in 
size by 1.8°% to a total of 1,559. 

These population figures are 
used by a number of govern-

“We want to know the exact 
age of the plants we're inocu- 
lating. It may turn out that the 
inoculation will have to be done 
only every second or third 
year."’ The research looks 
promising in’ the lab trials, he 
says, but the field trials this 
spring will ‘make or break it.” 

Burpee, who has worked in 
the area of,turfgrass for 14 
years, says there has been 
considerable interest in the 
last five years in. the develop- 
ment of biological pesticides 
and herbicides. A naturally 
destructive substance like 
fungus has an environmental 
advantage because it is biolog- 
ical, not chemical. ‘The fact 
that it is natural means the 
toxic effects on animals or 
humans will be minimal,” eid 
Burpee. “In this case, the 
fungus already exists in 
nature, and we have not 
changed it in any way.”’ 

The scientists have yet to 
determine the effect of the 
inoculator on other broadleaf 
plants. Although grass is not 
susceptible to the fungus, other 
plants may be. ‘We're work- 
ing on a method of keeping the 
fungus from, sporulating so it 
won't: moveto other, non- 
target plants,” he says. 

Commercial use of the 

product would require the 
same precautions used with 
any lawn care: product tc 
ensure there is minimal drift 
‘ing. Methods of granulating 
the fungus will be developec 
thisssummer.

Recent research “from 
Wisconsin shows that (cows 
promcee 22,000 Ibs. of milk 
and 700 Ibs. of fat required no 
additional protein supplement 
when fed pre-bud alfalfa hay. 

These cows consumed 39 Ibs. 
‘of dry hay matter daily, while 
cows fed late-bud alfalfa 
consumed 27 Ibs. of dry matter 
daily and those fed at full- 
bloom consumed 24 Ibs. of dry 
hay matter daily. 

In the Wisconsin research, 
forage to concentrate ratios 


53:47 for late-bud, and 45:55 for 
full-bloom hay.

All rations provided about 
19% crude protein and were 
balanced for fibre content to 
prevent fat depression.

Dr. Scott has categorized 
criminals into groups accord- 
ing to their personalities and 
says that people with certain 
traits commit certain acts. For 
example a con-man would 
never commit armed robbery. 
A burglar would never try a 
con-game, and so on. “If a man 
was brought to me,” said Dr. 
Scott, ‘that had committed a 
variety of criminal acts, then 
my diagnosis would be that 
that man is mentally ill.” 

Criminals live by behaviour 
patterns and very rare do 
they stray fromthose 
patterns. He told his audi- 
ence that ‘‘A Criminal Person- 
ality is seeded in the home.”’ 
He expounded on this by 
saying that far too many child- 
ren live in a world of broken 

romises. Dad promising the 

ds to take them out and then 
cancelling the trip 
because.....? Mom not keep- 
ing her promises because 
she’s too busy and so on.“'This 
means,” he said, ‘‘that adoles- 
cents are raised in situations 
where they learn not to trust, 
and this shows up every day in 
my work with young people in 
prison.” 

Dr. Scott pointed out that 
young people are quite often 


¢ 


raised in these situations and 
they develop frustrations and 
anger. They have no_ value 
system to relate to and develop 
me-first-itis. He feels that our 
educational system is partially 
responsible for the increase in 
adolescents in our jails. “ I 
wonder at the strange ne, that 
our educational system hand- 
les problems.”’ (sic. student 
behaviour ) 

He is very much against the 
25 year minimum sentence for 
convicted murderers. ‘Many 
of the men I see, that are faced 
with this sentence, are quite 
young. 22, 23 or 25 years old 
and they havn't lived long 
enough to realise what they 
will be missing and just what 
they are facing. They aré going 
to be close to 50 when they get 
out and will not have the 
faintest idea of how to function 
in society nor will they have 
any skills with which to 
support themselves.”’ Dr. 
Scott went on, ‘“‘What happens 
then? Welfare or a disability 
pension?.”” He pointed out 
that it will cost about a million 
dollars to keep a prisoner in 
jail for twenty five years, and 
said facetiously, “You might 
better shoot them.” 

Alcohol use by adolescents 
also came under attack by Dr. 
Scott. “Beer,” he said, ‘‘is 
destroying the fabric of ambi-

tion and is affecting our kids.” 
He commented on just how

Centre Hastings Safe Homes 


Madoc. The Centre Hastings 
Safe Homes Program has been 
under-way for three months 
now, and has provided assis- 
tance to ten abused women and 
their children, and have 
answered an average of one 
call a day from people seeking 
help or information. 

ahs leas is funded by 
the Ministry of Community 
and Social Services and is 
backed by the Ontario Ministry 


of the Attorney General and, 


the Ontario Women’s Directo- 
rate. In the past twelve 
months, the Province has 
made available some $19 
million to combat this problem 
and provide support services 
to the victims. 

As more and more victims 
reveal their plight and seek 
assistance, statistics reveal 
that one in ten women suffer 
some form of abuse from their 
male partners. (This figure is 
based on reported cases. There 
are many that are not 
reported.) 

p until 1983, many police 
forces called to a domestic 
occurrence involving assault 
advised the victim to lay 
charges against the abuser. A 
tremendous number of these 
charges were subsequently 
withdrawn by the victim out of 
fear of reprisal, less of 
support, or any number of 
other reasons. However, as of 
1983, police forces were 
empowered to lay assault 
charges against the abuser if 
there were reasonable and 
probable grounds to believe an 
assault has. taken place. 
Assault is an offence under the 
Criminal Code, and charges 
laid by police are unlikely to be 
withdrawn.

Safe Home programs 
provide a temporary haven for 
the victim (and her children) 
and gives them time to review 
their situation in a non-abusive 
environment. Workers from 
the Safe Homes program will 
sit and talk with the victims 
and outline alternatives that 
are open to her. During this 
two or three days, the victim 
has an opportunity fo vent her 
frustrations or anger and gain 
some mental equilibrium 
which enables her to make a 
decision as to which direction 
her life will take. It is the 
victim’s own decision as to 
whether she will returnto her 
partner or try to make her life 
on her own. 

The victim may need profes- 
sional counselling, such as is 
found in transition houses, or 
she may be capable enough to 
start out on her own right 
away. Whatever course she 
chooses, it will be based on a 
decision made by her and her 
alone. 

Then too, the existence of a 
Safe .Homes Program in a 
community can be a blessing 
to local Police Forces. Without 
such a program a ‘battered 
women”’ not requiring hospita- 
lization might well have to 
spend a night in a police station 
until social service agencies 
open up in the morning.-With a 
Safe Home Program, police 
can call a worker and the 
victim and her family can be 
put up in a Safe Home. 

People who volunteer their 
homes as “Safe Homes’’ are 
known only to one, or pertape 
two neagle involved in the 
agency and these people are 
sworn to maintain names and 
addresses in absolute confiden- 
tiality. The victims themselves 
don’t know where they are 
going and are required to sign 
an oath that they will never 
reveal names and addresses of 
safe homes that they might be 
housed in. Then too, experi- 
ence has shown that the 
victims are usually so trauma- 
tized that they can’t remember

Usually they 
are taken to the Safe Home at 
night (that’s when most of the 
oceurrences take place) and 
have no idea of where they are 


being driven, partly because of 
the dark an rtly because 
they are placed in a home that 


is generally far removed from 
their normal residence. 

People who offer their homes 
are also required to maintain 
confidentiality, not only as to 
the fact that they are a Safe 
Home, but also in regard to 
any information that may hear 
about the victim. 

If a Safe Home is identified 
to any-one, even the police, it is 
no longer used as a safe home. 

As more and more of these 
cases are brought into the 
open, a pattern is evolving that 
shows that no matter what the 
social or economic or educa- 
tional level of the parties 
involved, the cause(s) of the 
violence is nearly always the 
same. In 80° of abuse cases, 
the male partner has learned 
his abusive ways from ‘his 
father. 

There is no excuse for these 
assaults. Alcohol is blamed, or 
the victim is blamed for the 
onset of the violence. However, 
studies and profiles of abusive 
men show that whatever 
excuse is used they are sole-ly 
responsible for their actions. It 
is his decision to assault his 
partner, and it is an illegal act. 

The month of May was desig- 
nated as Break the Silence 
Month and all newspapers in 
Hastings County carried 
advertisements to increase 
awareness of the family 
violence that is taking place.

If the parasite adapts 
climatically, it will be self 
perpetuating and will follow 
the host prey it moves to 
different areas. \Pest Control 
represents an annual expendi- 
ture of money and resources.” 


The peak year for defoliation 
damage was 1985 when 246,000 
hectares of forest land suffered 
severe defoliation. In 1986 the 
amount of serious defoliation 
declined to 168,000 hectares of 
hardwood forest in eastern 
Ontario. 


There is no doubt ‘that the 
Gypsy Moth is here to stay 
along with. the hundred and 
thousands of other insects but, 
says Alec Denys, ‘In the long 
term, Gypsy oth outbreaks 
will hopefully be less severe 
because of natural factors such 
as predators parasites or 
diseases,’ said Denys, ‘‘We 
want to see if the introduction 
of new ites can augment 
or assist in limiting the severi- 
ty of and frequency of Gypsy 
Moth outbreaks.”

Research is currently under 
way on low volume, undiluted 
application of Bt. ( Baccilus 
thuringiensis). Spray volumes 

n current applications 
are usually 40% Bt:60% water 
or 35Bt:65 water, and are used 
at about six litres per hectare. 

Low volume application of 
undiluted Bt. is in the area of 
1.72.5 litres per hectare, and 
fas proven very effective 
against the spruce budworm. 
Such reduction in spray 
volumes would significantly 
reduce application costs in 
Gypsy Moth Control.

This is where Pest Manage- 
ment comes into play. In, it’s 
native Eurasia, the Gypsy 
Moth is kept under contro by 
some 200 species of parasites 
and predators. When the moth 
arrived in North America, it’s 
natural enemies were left 
behind. ‘ 

Now, more than one hundred 
years later, only 43 species of 

ypsy Moth parasites and 
predators native to North 
America are known to exist. 

With the mobility and ease 
with which the Gypsy Moth 
spreads, the parasites and 


‘predators are slow to catch up. 


n too, some of these control 


agents may not survive in our 


particular environment, so the 
search is on. 

Two such parasite agents 
are currently being studied 
and results show promise of 
being a useful tool in the fight 
against the Gypsy Moth, 

One is a Me Ceranthia 
smarensis, that lays its eggs on 
or near. young caterpillars. 
These eggs hatch very rapidly 
and the parasites burrow into 
the caterpillar and feed in it’s 
internal tissues. Eventually 
the caterpillar dies. 

The other is a wasp, Itoplec- 
tis conquisitor, that lays it's 
eggs under the caterpillars 
skin. Again, the eggs hatch and 
the parasites feed on their 
host. 

A lot of questions remain to 
be answered on just what 
happens to these parasites 
when the.Gypsy Moth popula- 
tion is depleted or gone from a 
specific area.

The many 
uses for herbs are: as medi- 
cine, food, disinfectant and 
Baga They contain oils 
and mineral salts, very useful 
in our diet. They prefer a 
ot, dry 
climate, as many are native to 
the Eastern - Mediterranean. 
These conditions give them a 
better flavour. Actually, they 
are killed by wetness, not our 
winter climate. 
Celia then introduced us to 
basic herbs, of-which she. 
samples. 
De , and is 
being uSed much more in cook- 
ing than formerly. It can be 
eaten fresh or dried. Others in 
this catergory are perennials, 
such as sage, oregano, thyme, 
marjoram and parsley. Some 
of the annuals include dill, 
fennell, basil, rosemary, tarra- 
on, savoury and lovage. The 
atter grows 6 feet tall, tastes 
like celery, and all of the plant 
can be used. (Great in stew!) 
Among the exotic herbs, 
which are not grown as widely, 
are these: feverfew (a cure for 
migraines); rue (strong

The Ontario Provincial 
Police are pleased to report 
that the number of traffic 
deaths during the holiday 
Victoria Day weekend dropped 
substantially when compared 
to 1986 and, as well, the 
number of boating deaths 
plummeted from seven in 1986 
to one this year. . 

Six persons were killed in 
traffic accidents on roadways 
patrolled by the provincial 
police this year, as compared 
to nine in 1986. 

“This is a significant reduc- 
tion in holiday traffic fatali- 
ties,’ said Deputy Commis- 
sioner Bob Rose. “We attribute 
this decline to an increased 
public awareness of safety on 
the road and waterways of 
Ontario and to increased enfor- 
cement by our officers last 
weekend. 

‘In 1985, prior to Strict Is 
Fair, there were 18 traffic 
fatalities during the three-day 
Victoria Day weekend. 

“We are pleased that this 
was one of the.safest holiday 
long weekends on record on 
Ontario’s road and water- 
ways,” said Deputy Commis- 
sioner Rose. ‘‘Much of: the 
credit for this welcome change: 
is due to the efforts of the 
provincial media in getting the 
message out to the public that 
safety is no accident.”

Ministry reviews 


Toronto. The Ministry of 
Education will undertake 
provincial reviews to assess 
student performance at both 
the elementary and secondary 
levels, Minister Sean Conway 
has announced. 

Beginning with a_ pilot 
project that will assess student 
performance in Canadian 
studies (geography) at the 
grade 9 and 10 level this spring, 
the Ministry will conduct two 
assessments per year of 
student achievement from 
among the areas of mathema- 
tics, English and science. 


Each review will collect 
student performance statistics 
using a representative sample 
of students drawn from across 
the province rather than the 
rdized testing of every 
Ontario student. The results 
will be used to improve the 
programs - delivered to 
students and to report to the 
public on student achievment 
across the Province. The 
annual cost of the provincial 
review program will be 
approximately $500,000. 

In addition, the Ministry will 
offer individual school boards 
the unity to take advan- 
tage of the materials and 
procedures develo for 
provincial review. is will

9, 10 and 29, on the Tweed 
District, have a new minimum 
size limit of 86 cm (34 inches). 
In addition the new minimum 
size limit is 102 cm. (40 inches) 
in Divisions 1, 2, 8, 11, 12, 16, 17 
and certain waters in 22, and 
23, but excluding the Niagara 
River, which will be 94 em. (37 
inches). 

In addition to the new mini- 
mum size limits, the daily 
catch limit across the province 
will be set at one muskellunge. 
The possession limit, which is 
the number of fish allowed in 
an individual's possession at 
any one time will be set at two 
fish in all waters. 

“While muskellunge season 
opens June 6, in some areas, 
and June 20, in others, these 
changes in our regulations will 
not come into effect until later 
in the angling season,” the 
Minister noted. . 

“In the meantime, I encour- 
age the public to conform to 
the spirit of our proposed 
regulations which are aimed at 
wise use of our muskellunge 
resources.’ He added that 
local district offices of the 
ministry would issue news 
releases as soon as the changes 
become law. 

Mr. Kerrio said he was parti- 
cularly pleased that major 
interest groups such as fish 
and game clubs, tourist associ- 
ations and muskie anglers 
support the changes as essen- 
tial to sound management of 

rovincial 
isheries.

Approximately 25,800 
hectares of high value crown 
forests and 13,800. hectares of 
private land were treated with 
two and sometimes three 
applications of Bt during the 
past five weeks. 

This year, 22 spray aircraft 
with a combined capability of 
carrying 18,500 litres of insecti- 
cide on each spraying mission - 
enough to treat 3,100 hectares 
of forest, participated in the 
program. 

Fourteen pointer aircraft 
were employed to direct the 
4 es planes and helicopters to 
the areas scheduled for 
spraying. 

Ministry staff will continue 
monitoring caterpillar deve- 
lopment and will begin 
mapping defoliated areas. of 
forest to determine the effec- 
tiveness of the aerial spraying. 

“Aerial spraying does not 
eradicate all gypsy moth,” 
explains Denys. “Landowners 
whose properties were spray 


will still see gypsy moth cater- - 


pillars, but in lower numbers, 
which will not cause signific- 
ant defoliation of trees. 

This marks the end of the
